From  the  Director's  Desk 

The  alumni  meeting  in  Starkville  was  about  to  be  adjourned  when  a  young  alumnus 
shvlv  raised  his  hand  and  asked,  "May  I  say  something?  If  if  weren't  for  Delta  State  I 
wouldn't  be  where  I  am  today.  The  teachers  gave  me 
extra  attention,  the  business  manager  made  special 
arrangements  for  me  to  stretch  out  my  tuition  payments, 
and  they  even  helped  me  find  a  good  job.  And  I  just 
want  to  say  'thank  you.'" 

Those  words  of  Earnest  Brothers  seem  to  convey  the 
mission  of  the  Delta  State  University  Alumni 
Association.  Dr.  Don  Skelton  asked  me  to  be  the  guest 
writer  for  his  "From  the  Director's  Desk"  column  and 
reflect  on  alumni  activities. 

In  1997  hundreds  of  volunteers  gave  untold  hours  to 
their  alma  mater  making  so  many  alumni  activities  spe- 
cial. The  12th  annual  "Pig  Pickin'"  barbecue  held  before 
the  first  home  football  game  drew  a  crowd  of  almost 
2000  people  to  Shumate  Park.  The  chief  volunteer,  Clyde 
Weeks  of  Cleveland,  was  unable  to  attend  due  to  a  seri- 
ous car  accident  just  before  the  event.  The  giant  barbecue 
was  dedicated  to  Clyde  and  his  friends  rallied  to  carry 
out  the  most  successful  pig  pickin  ever.  Sadly,  Clyde  later 
died  of  complications. 

Also  in  1997,  we  lost  several  beloved  members  of  the  Delta  State  Family  including 
such  notables  as  Maxine  Holcomb,  art  teacher;  Dr.  Jesse  White,  science  professor  and 
department  chair;  Dr.  John  Tatum,  German  professor;  Dr.  Thomas  Daniel  Young,  for- 
mer dean;  and  Mrs.  Marjorie  Tims,  patron. 

The  Student  Alumni  Associations  (SAA)  celebrated  its  15th  birthday  and  is  stronger 
and  more  active  than  ever.  Their  most  visible  endeavor  of  the  year  was  giving  birth  to 
the  Fighting  Okra  Mascot  costume.  Brain  Formby  of  Vicksburg  volunteered  to  be  the 
"okra  man"  in  the  homecoming  parade  and  ride  on  the  float  with  the  cheerleaders, 
pulled  by  the  okramobile. 

Chances  are  if  you  graduated  before  1985  you  don't  know  much  about  the  fighting 
okra.  Everywhere  we  go,  alumni  ask  how  the  vegetable  came  to  be  associated  with 
Delta  State.  As  we  understand  it,  a  group  of  baseball  players  were  standing  around 
after  practice  and  began  to  discuss  the  characteristics  of  a  mascot  and  mused  over  the 
fact  that  a  Statesman  is  not  exactly  ferocious  like  a  lion,  tiger,  bulldog,  cougar  or  such. 
Asking  what  else  could  be  southern,  green,  and  fierce,  the  okra  was  mentioned  and 
laughter  followed.  The  next  day  the  student  newspaper  printed  an  article  on  the 
mythological  birth  of  the  fighting  okra,  and  the  rest  is  history.  To  see  how  popular  the 
hairy  vegetable  is,  just  visit  the  bookstore  and  note  the  okra  t-shirts,  bumper  stickers, 
and  okra  caps.

DSU  Friends  Remembered 

Dr.  Thomas  Daniel  Young,  77,  a 

retired  chairman  of  the  English 
Department  at  Vanderbilt  University  and 
a  leading  authority  on  literature  of  the 
American  South,  died  on  January  29, 
1997  at  the  Bay  Springs,  MS,  General 
Nursing  Home.  Prior  to  his  service  at 
Vanderbilt,  Dr.  Young  served  as  Dean  of 
Delta  State  from  1957  to  1961  under  the 
presidency  of  Dr.  Jimmy  Ewing.  A  for- 
mer member  of  the  Cleveland  Exchange 
Club  and  Methodist  Church,  Young  was 
the  author  of  many  books  and  articles  on 
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Southern  writers. 

Maggie  Flowers  Ewing,  96,  a  lifelong 
resident  educator  and  widow  of  former 
Delta  State  University  and  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Junior  College  president,  James 
M.  Ewing,  died  of  heart  failure  on  Nov. 
26,  1997. 

A  Lincoln  County  native,  she  began  a 
49-year  teaching  career  in  1922,  teaching 
math  and  music  until  her  retirement  in 
1971.  An  accomplished  musician  and 
voice  teacher,  Mrs.  Ewing  enjoyed  shar- 
ing her  musical  gift  with  others. 

"Mrs.  Ewing  was  an  energetic  and  very 
gracious  first  lady  of  Delta  State  for  15 
years,"  said  Delta  State  President  Kent 
Wyatt.  "I  remember  her  as  having  a  deep 
love  for  people,  and  she  showed  that  in 
all  of  her  activities." 

In  1973  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Board  of 
Trustees  recognized  her  many  years  of 
service  by  naming  the  fine  arts  building 
in  her  honor. 

Marjorie  Hollingsworth  Tims,  79,  a 
longtime  friend  and  benefactor  of  Delta 
State,  died  of  cancer  on  Oct.  31,  1997. 

A  graduate  of  Miss.  State  College  for 
Women  in  1939,  Mrs.  Tims  was  a  resident 
of  Cleveland  for  more  than  50  years. 
Active  in  civic  and  political  affairs,  she 
was  a  pioneer  in  the  modern  Mississippi 
Republican  Party,  serving  as  president  of 
both  the  Bolivar  County  and  Mississippi 
Republican  Women's  Federation. 

"She  was  a  wonderful  friend  to  every- 
body," said  minister  Wade  Holland  of  St. 
Luke  United  Methodist  Church.  "She 
was  an  active  church  leader;  she  loved 
the  children  and  the  youth.  If  there  was 
ever  a  need,  she  was  there  to  help." 

Dr.  John  Hargrove  Tatum,  51,  a  lan- 
guage professor  at  Delta  State,  died  of 
cancer  on  Nov.  22,  1997.  Educated  at 
Millsaps  College,  he  received  bachelor's 
and  master's  degrees  from  the  University 
of  Mississippi.  Tatum  earned  his  doctor- 
ate from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  and  did  graduate  study  at 
Goethe  University  in  Frankfurt, 
Germany. 

Dr.  Tatum  wrote  many  articles  and  pub- 
lished a  German  reference  book  on 
German  literature.  He  had  taught 
German  and  served  as  coordinator  of 
international  students  at  Delta  State  for 
20  years.

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Anonymous  Gift  Makes  Dream  of 
Swimming  Come  True! 

The  combination  of  a  generous  and  caring  donor,  a  determined  young  man, 
and  a  compassionate  volunteer  has  allowed  dreams  and  goals  to  come  true  and 
to  build  a  lasting  friendship. 

When  an  anonymous  donor  made  a  gift  of  a  hydraulic  chain  lift 
to  the  University  swimming  pool,  it  was  the  donor's  desire  to  pro- 
vide access  to  the  pool  for  those  who  otherwise  would  not  be  able 
to  climb  down  a  ladder.  In  making  the  gift  the  donor  said,  "I  want 
to  make  sure  that  the  handicapped  and  elderly  are  able  to  enjoy 
the  benefits  of  the  pool.  Swimming  is  something  1  enjoyed  for 
many  years  and  wish  I  could  still."  The  hydraulic  lift  allows  a  per- 
son to  be  lowered  into  the  pool  by  simply  pushing  a  lever  which 
powers  the  chair  by  water  pressure  from  a  water  hose. 

Gaining  access  to  the  pool  itself  became  the  easy  part  for  nine- 
teen-year-old John  McGee  of  Grenada.  John,  a  sophomore 
accounting  major,  was  born  with  cerebral  palsy  and  uses  a  wheel- 
chair for  getting  to  and  from  classes.  Although  he  had  never 
swam  alone  before,  and  has  the  use  of  only  one  arm,  John  decided 
to  sign  up  for  the  beginning  swim  class  taught  by  DSU  instructor, 
Ronnie  Mayers.   "Swimming  is  one  thing  I  have  always  wanted  to 
do.  I  told  myself 'no  problem'.  I'm  going  to  do  it!",  John  said.  He 
contacted  Mayers  and  asked  if  it  were  possible  for  him  to  take  the  class.  Coach 
Mayers,  who  doubles  as  men  and  women's  swimming  and  diving  coach  and  as 
an  instructor  in  the  Health,  Physical  Education  and  Recreation  Department, 
said,  "Come  on!" 

Leigh  Ann  Powers,  a  sophomore  Nursing  major  from  Natchez,  was  enrolled 
in  Mayer's  Concepts  of  Physical  Education  class.  They  began  talking  about 
their  hometown  of  Natchez  and  Mayers  discovered  Leigh  Ann  was  a  Certified 
Water  Safety  Instructor.  Mayers  asked  Leigh  Ann  if  she  would  volunteer  to  help 
with  John.  She  excitedly  accepted  the  opportunity.  Although  she  did  not  know 
John,  Leigh  Ann  said  she  had  seen  him  around  campus  in  his  motorized  wheel- 
chair.  "He  was  very  determined  from  the  first  day,"  recalled  Leigh  Ann.   "John 
has  a  'let's  get  out  there  and  do  it'  outlook  on  life.  I  have  been  impressed  with 
his  desire  and  determination  since  the  first  day  I  met  him,"  she  continued.  Leigh 
Ann  gives  her  free  time  every  Monday  and  Wednesday  to  meet  John  at  the 
Delta  State  Natatorium  for  his  hour  long  swimming  class. 

"He  was  skittish  about  being  on  his  stomach  in  the  water  and  had  trouble 
with  breathing  control  which  was  the  first  thing  we  began  working  on,"  said 
Leigh  Ann.    Now,  after  a  semester  of  swimming  every  Monday  and 
Wednesday,  John  is  able  to  swim  10  freestyle  laps  across  the  pool  with  only  min- 
imal assistance  from  Leigh  Ann  and  he  swims  the  backstroke  unaided  all  over 
the  pool.  Leigh  Ann  said,  "I  can't  tell  you  how  grateful  I  am  to  the  donor  for 
the  gift  of  the  hydraulic  lift.   It  allows  John  to  independently  enter  the  pool  and 
now,  after  months  of  swimming,  I  am  there  only  for  minimal  support  to  him." 
Terri  Jackson  from  Cleveland  is  a  first-time  swimmer  enrolled  in  John's  class. 
Jackson  said,  "Seeing  John  learning  to  swim  was  very  inspiring  to  me.  He  has 
to  overcome  a  lot  more  things  than  I  do,  so  I  decided  if  he  can  learn  to  swim 
then  so  can  I." 

This  is  an  example  of  how  the  lives  of  young  adults  are  being  touched  by  the 
generosity  of  our  donors.  This  is  a  story  which  reflects  the  type  of  students  we 
have  at  Delta  State  —  students  who  are  determined,  caring  and  dedicated  to 
serving  each  other  and  the  community.    John  McGee's  story  reflects  the  attitude 
of  the  Delta  State  faculty 
which  has  a  tradition  of

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MARSHALL  PLAN  COMMEMORATIVE 
STAMP  UNVEILED  AT  DELTA  STATE 

The  significant,  but  frequently  overlooked  role  of  the  State  of  Mississippi  in  the  creation  and  announcement  of  the  Marshall  Plan  was 
the  focus  of  an  October  27,  1997  ceremony  held  on  the  Delta  State  University  campus. 

With  numerous  dignitaries  in  attendance,  the  highlight  of  the  ceremony  was  the  unveiling  of  of  a  U.S.  Postal  Service  second-day 
issue  stamp  commemorating  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  Marshall  Plan  by  Marsha  Hopkins,  Manager,  Post  Office  Operations. 

Gregory  A.  Fossedal,  Director  of  the  Alexis  de  Tocqueville  Institute  in  Arlington, 
Va.  and  principal  speaker,  noted  that  on  May  8, 1947,  one  month  prior  to  General 
George  C.  Marshall's  announcement  of  the  foreign  assistance  program  (later  to  be 
called  the  European  Recovery  Act  or  the  Marshall  Plan)  Dean  Acheson, 
Undersecretary  of  State  for  President  Truman,  revealed  what  historians  describe 
as  the  "prologue"  to  the  Marshall  Plan  in  a  speech  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Delta  Council  in  Whitfield  Gymnasium  on  the  Delta  State  campus.  The  speech 
was  originally  to  be  delivered  by  Truman  himself.  However,  because  of  various 
personal  and  political  reasons,  President  Truman  was  forced  to  cancel.  Instead, 
he  sent  Undersecretary  Acheson  to  deliver  the  speech. 
In  describing  the  speech  given  by  Acheson,  B.F.  Smith,  longtime  Executive 
Director  for  Delta  Council,  recalled  how  Whitfield  Gymnasium  was  filled  to 
capacity  with  people  wanting  to  hear  Acheson's  speech.  "A  sound  system  had 
to  be  set  up  outside  so  that  the  overflow  crowd  could  hear",  said  Smith. 
Acknowledged  as  a  major  force  in  the  formulation  of  the  Marshall  Plan  was  Will  Clayton,  a  native 
of  Tupelo,  Miss,  and  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  for  Economic  Affairs  under  President  Truman.  Clayton's  visits  to 
Europe  following  World  War  Two  convinced  him  that  the  European  nations  could  not  withstand  encroachment  by  the  Soviet  Union 
unless  their  war-torn  economies  were  strengthened  through  aid  from  the  U.S.  To  honor  Clayton's  role,  his  grandson,  The  Honorable 
William  L.  Garwood  of  the  U.S.  Fifth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  was  a  special  guest  at  the  ceremony.
